Mr and Mrs Ramsdale have also 
acquired the View from Chard, View 
from llminster and View from Sid 
Vale titles, as well as the View Online 
website. 


Oil power plant 
gets through 
on one vote

A GREEN energy power 
plant for Portland has been 
backed by a single vote de¬ 
spite 866 objections. 

The proposal for a site in 
Portland Port near Bala¬ 
clava Bay was refused 
planning permission in 
September 2009 for sev¬ 
eral reasons including lack 
of information about the 
environmental impact on 
residents and the surround¬ 
ing area 

But applicants W4BRE, 
which hopes to use the 
plant to generate electricity 
for the national grid, suc¬ 
cessfully answered con¬ 
cerns with a variety of 
measures ranging from de¬ 
sign changes including the 
height and number of veg¬ 
etable oil tanks in the tank 
farm to producing a human 
health risk assessment. 

They were detailed at a 
session of Weymouth and 


Portland planning and traf¬ 
fic committee held spe¬ 
cially in Weymouth 
Pavilion Ocean Room. 

Public objections and the 
general debate lasted for 
four hours in front of just 
42 people. Expected atten¬ 
dance was decimated by 
bitter weather, but those 
who did attend were given 
special permission to put 
the case for absent speak¬ 
ers. 

There were 866 objec¬ 
tions but only 130 came 
from Weymouth and Port¬ 
land residents. 

Concerns highlighted 
everything from health and 
environmental fears to the 
impact on rainforests 
being cleared to produce 
palm oil which would be 
used in the new plant. 

But planning manager 


Debbie Redding warned 
councillors that the sus¬ 
tainability or otherwise of 
the fuel itself and its 
source were not material 
planning considerations. 

The meeting was told 
that the new plant will in¬ 
clude a power oil produc¬ 
tion facility capable of 
processing 40,000 tonnes 
of vegetable oil per annum 
which would be converted 
into 30,000 tonnes of 
power oil. 

There will also be a 
power plant with two 8.9 
MW modified marine 
diesel engines, a tank farm 
for storing the vegetable 
oil and a transformer to 
make connection to the 
local grid. 

Once the plant goes into 
operation, it should gener¬ 


ate 17.8MW of power to 
the national grid and pro¬ 
vide employment for 22 
members of staff. 

Councillors eventually 
approved the power plant 
on a 6-5 vote subject to a 
variety of conditions. 

These included the use of 
vegetable oil only, materi¬ 
als, air quality, a contami¬ 
nated land report, flood 
risk measures, landscaping 


and storage of fuels and 
oils. 

After the meeting chair¬ 
man Councillor Peter Far¬ 
rell said: “The committee 
carefully considered the 
new information that had 
been provided, listened to 
the views of the objectors 
and was satisfied that there 
was no justification in 
planning terms to refuse 
the application.”

■ WHAT three books would you take to a desert is¬ 
land? 

Music and Silence by Rose Tremain to relive the middle 
years around 1500; Shakespeare - because I love his 
plays and I think I would have all the time in the world 
to better understand the detail and his observation of peo¬ 
ple and a dictionary, including Thesaurus, so that I could 
truly explore words and their meanings. 

■ WHO are your writing influences? 

All the above authors and many more. Locally, Sallyann 
Sheridan, as she has been really supportive and positive. 
When we did the Literary Festival last year in Char- 
mouth, meeting other authors inspired me. So many want 
to write and can write but don’t always believe enough 
in themselves. They are my writing influences. If I can 
do it, anyone can do it. 

■ WHAT is your favourite winter read? 

Three Cups of Tea by Greg Mortenson. It is true story 
about an American who went to climb K2 in the mid 
1990s and failed. He was taken in by local villagers as 
he was suffering poor health and he promised to go back 
and build a school for them high up in Himalayas. He 
did it against all the odds, no money, no backers, no road, 
no bridge. He overcame all obstacles. 

■ WHAT book are you currently reading? 

The Girl With the Dragon Tattoo by Stieg Larsson. It is 
a brilliant crime book and is the first of a trilogy. I’ll def¬ 
initely read the rest. It follows a family history that it is 
full of secrets and lies - and of course, a murder. 



■ WHAT is the role of a life coach? 

The role of a life coach is to help people get the most out 
of their lives, that’s how I simplify it when people ask 
me that question. 

■ WHAT advice would you give to people who may 
be struggling in the recession? 

I think the first thing I’d say is stop focusing on the 
money because we are all obsessed with the financial sit¬ 
uation. It really does control peoples lives and I think 
they’re missing the point. I don’t want to belittle it in any¬ 
way but you have to look at the whole picture, you are a 
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whole person and we never used to be obsessed with the 
money before and so to be obsessed about the money now 
I think is weighing people down. It’s a bit like the weather 
at the moment, everybody is listening to the weather and 
nobody is going to work. 

■ ARE there many crossovers between your writing 
and life coaching? 

Absolutely, because the small books that I’m doing now 
are really because of the life coaching. I felt that it was a 
way in for me to produce a book, just writing about my 
own experiences. I am quite courageous, I have done a lot 
of things and I am prepared to have a go and not put my 
life on hold. It’s not easy and I do have my moments when 
I’ve been a bit scared but I thought I’d write about it and 
I’d use my experiences to encourage people to not be 
afraid to get on and do things. 

■ WHAT are your upcoming workshops about? 

This particular series are life coaching workshops based 
on my book “Never die wondering” because as a result 
of the book people keep asking me if I’m running a work¬ 
shop. The first one starts on Saturday, February 13th and 
I’m running two sessions in February and March and then 
the same in May and June. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

A friend and I once gave a dinner party in the 1970s, the 
criteria being that we would only invite people who would 
entertain, had intellect or were good looking. We spent a 
whole day cooking and had a great dinner party. I love 
music and Ella Fitzgerald is a favourite. I would love to 
know more about her early days and the wonderful jazz 
people she sang with. Clive James for wit and humour and 
of course, his brilliant writing and my glamorous friend 
Lynn Brunton who is naughty and has a great wit that 
knows no bounds.

Olympic traffic 

MORE fine tuning has been carried out on the Wey¬ 
mouth transport package for the 2012 Olympic 
Games traffic regulation orders. 

A meeting of Weymouth and Portland traffic com¬ 
mittee backed proposals for a North Quay bus lane 
but with a revised proposal for a three space loading 
bay for harbour users. Vehicle class restrictions al¬ 
ready in place on the Esplanade and Rodwell Road 
bus lanes will apply to the new North Quay bus lane. 

This will mean that taxis, bikes and motor cycles 
will be permitted to use this route with the restric¬ 
tions applying 24 hrs a day. 

They also recommended approval for the no left 
turn at Boot Hill, but councillors did not go along 
with every proposal. 

Members rejected the proposed reversal of traffic 
flow for the one-way system in Crescent Street al¬ 
though the area will be monitored. 

All their recommendations must now be approved 
by management committee colleagues.

Seeking a new look for 
gardens and chalets

DEVELOPERS are being 
invited to come up with 
ideas for the redevelop¬ 
ment and restoration of 
Greenhill Gardens and 
chalets in Weymouth. 

The whole area has been 
a thorn in the council’s fi¬ 
nancial side for years with 
particular problems over 
chalet maintenance and the 
buildings’ reinforced con¬ 
crete structure. 

Now councillors are 
seeking a way forward for 
the site, perhaps through 


commercial developers. 

It could see tennis courts 
scrapped, chalets restored, 
improved and extended, 
the cafe relocated and out¬ 
side seating, better access, 
disabled parking and toi¬ 
lets all created. 

Greenhill Gardens with 
chalets and tennis courts 
were gifted to the council 
in 1902 with various 
covenants attached and 
objectors claimed that a 


scheme to provide more 
chalets and sell or lease 
them off didn’t directly 
benefit residents and was 
merely a money-making 
exercise which was not 
what the gift was intended 
for. 

But English Heritage 
have said they are willing 
in principle to help fund 
the chalet refurbishment 
project if it is likely to be 
unviable and if the project 


delivers an overall im¬ 
provement to Greenhill 
Gardens. 

If the project goes ahead 
and the tennis courts are 
scrapped then tennis pro¬ 
vision will not suffer be¬ 
cause of proposals for an 
indoor tennis facility at 
Wey Valley School and to 
enhance existing tennis fa¬ 
cilities at Radipole Park 
Drive to competition stan¬ 
dard. 

A meeting of Weymouth 
and Portland management 


committee agreed several 
measures in principle. 

These included repair 
and restoration of chalets 
to English Heritage re¬ 
quirements, a new cafe 
and removal of the old 
one, access ramps for the 
disabled and landscaping 
current tennis courts into 
an attractive garden area 
with 18 new chalets. An 
equal area of tennis courts 
would be provided else¬ 
where in the borough. 

Members also backed 


talks with covenant bene¬ 
ficiaries to get their sup¬ 
port and they heard that a 
business case proposes 
packaging the chalet port¬ 
folio and marketing it as a 
whole with a requirement 
to tackle restoration of the 
listed chalets and proposed 
improvements. 

Such an investor could 
recoup capital costs and 
make a profit through leas¬ 
ing on the new and re¬ 
stored chalets and 
cafeteria. 


Mariners bring back a mammoth £15,000 


A TEAM of Dorset kayakers has smashed their original 
target to raise almost £15,000 for charity during a mam¬ 
moth expedition. 

Munro’s Mariners, made up of 21 staff and officers 
from Dorset Police, including some from Weymouth, 
completed a 70-mile charity kayaking expedition in 
France - following in the fearless footsteps of Second 
World War commandos - in memory of Inspector Neil 
Munro of Dorset Police who died in 2008. 

The team smashed their original target of £10,000, 
and presented cheques for £4,899.43 each to The Spe¬ 
cial Boat Service Association, the Neo-Natal Unit at 
Poole Hospital and the Dorset Police Benevolent Fund, 
during a ceremony in Poole. 

Gill Clark, from Weymouth, is the daughter of Bill 
Sparks, one of the original ‘Cockleshell Heroes’. Gill 
attended the presentation event and said: “The amount 
of money that they have raised is amazing. 

“They did really well to complete the challenge and 
they will have needed to have done so much training 
to complete it. 

“All of the hours of kayaking they had to do in those 
conditions, which can be treacherous, is a fantastic 
achievement.” 

The team kayaked 70 miles over four days along the 
Gironde and Garonne rivers in France, finishing at 
Blaye, near Bordeaux, on December 1st - retracing the 
route taken by commandos in the daring Second World 
War Operation Frankton against German battleships in 
Bordeaux harbour in December 1942.

District council hopes to 
secure phone boxes future 


WEST Dorset District Council’s Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee has approved the 
decision to oppose BT’s plans to re¬ 
move the district’s public phone 
boxes. 

Parish and town councils in West 
Dorset were asked to share their 
views on whether phone boxes in 
their parish are needed. 

This followed BT’s proposals for 
parishes to adopt their local phone 
box for £1, but the telephone equip¬ 
ment will be removed. 

Last year West Dorset District 
Council, backed by the local commu¬ 
nity, opposed BT plans to remove 72 
payphones in the district. 

Phone boxes in rural communities 
can provide a reliable means of com¬ 
munication for young and older peo¬ 
ple, visitors and those without access 
to the mobile phone network. 

The district council and many 
parish and town council’s are con¬ 
cerned that in areas with poor mobile 
phone coverage, removing pay¬ 
phones could put lives at risk as peo¬ 
ple struggle to contact the emergency 
services. 

For BT to be able to progress with 
their scheme the district council were 
required to withdraw its veto on re¬ 
moving the equipment, but to do so 
the district council needed to hear 
from parish and town councils that 
these phone boxes were not needed, 
even in emergency situations where 
there is poor mobile network cover¬ 
age. 

The district council has decided 
that only the phone boxes in 
Minterne Magna and Cheselbourne 
should have their equipment re¬ 


moved after the parish councils said 
they had no objections and are now 
considering adopting their local 
phone box. 

The other 83 phone boxes in the 
district should remain with fully 
working equipment. 

West Dorset District Council 
Leader Robert Gould said: “Rural fa¬ 
cilities need to be protected, so I am 
pleased with the decision to continue 
to oppose BT’s proposals to remove 
phone boxes from the district. 

“We would like to thank the parish 
and town councils for their co-oper¬ 
ation. The district council has not had 
the resources to make a box-by-box 
decision on the BT proposals, so the 


feedback from parish and town coun¬ 
cils has been valuable in helping us 
reach our final decision.” 

If a parish or town council affected 
did not respond, then the district 
council has kept its objection to the 
removal of phone equipment from 
the local phone box in that area. 

The district council’s decision has 
been sent to BT and the Govern¬ 
ment's Department for Business, En¬ 
terprise and Regulatory Reform 
(DBERR). BT can appeal against the 
council’s decision by going to the 
Competition Appeal Tribunal.

AN international sand 
sculpture exhibition and 
attraction is to be set up in 
Weymouth.

right for more than 20 
years. 

Now councillors have 
backed leasing an area of 
the Preston Beach over¬ 
spill car park for up to 
three years to create the 
attraction subject to con¬ 
ditions including finance, 
the lease and planning 
consent. 

Mr Anderson made a 
presentation supporting 
the scheme to Weymouth 
and Portland’s manage¬ 
ment committee. 

His business plan in¬ 
cludes a proposal to or¬ 
ganize the UK’s first 


competitive sand sculp¬ 
ture exhibition and attrac¬ 
tion to showcase the work 
of world class artists 
within Lodmoor Country 
Park for May-September 
2010 and 2011 with an 
option on 2012. 

Activities at the family 
attraction will include the 
world’s best sand sculp¬ 
tors creating exhibits 
more than 16 feet high, 
play and learn interactive 
workshops, team build¬ 
ing, corporate hospitality, 
community projects and 
refreshment outlets.

The Finding Sanctuary 
project aims to map sea 
use as part of a move to 


create Marine Conserva¬ 
tion Zones to help ensure 
a healthy and productive 


future for the region’s 
coasts and seas. 

Details of the project 
were given at a special 
drop-in day at Weymouth 
Library. 

Finding Sanctuary 


Dorset liaison officer 
John Weinberg said: 
“Many people attended 
and it was a very success¬ 
ful day. 

“We spoke to a lot of 
sea users who showed 
great interest in the proj¬ 
ect and were keen to ex¬ 
plain how they used the 
sea and how they hoped it 
would be used in the fu¬ 
ture. 

“The development of 
new Marine Conserva¬ 
tion Zones could have an 
impact on a wide range of 
people whose livelihoods 
or leisure activities rely 
on our seas and coasts. 

“So it’s vital that future 
decisions are made with 
input from everyone in¬ 
volved, from fisherman, 
canoeists and wildlife 
watchers to charter boat 
skippers and anyone else 
with an interest.”As well 
as collating information 
from the region’s sea 
users, Finding Sanctuary 
has also set up a number 
of local groups to ensure 
that Marine Conservation 
Zones are created with 
full local participation.

Group is represented on 
the regional Finding 
Sanctuary Steering Group 
which includes represen¬ 
tatives from all south¬ 
west counties and a wide 
range of marine sectors. It 
is this Steering Group 
that will make recom¬ 
mendations for Marine 
Conservation Zones to 
the Government. 

The Finding Sanctuary 
project’s research will be 
used by the steering 
group to decide where 
marine conservation 
zones should be placed, 
so that they do not unnec¬ 
essarily impact on how 
people use the sea. 

New zones will be for¬ 
mally designated by the 
Secretary of State for the 
Environment in 2012 and 
will help the Government 
fulfil its national and in¬ 
ternational commitments 
to create an ecologically 
coherent network of ma¬ 
rine protected areas. 

Finding Sanctuary is a 
partnership project be¬ 
tween a variety of groups 
including South West 
Food and Drink, the 
South West Wildlife 
Trusts, RSPB, National 
Trust, Natural England, 
JNCC and the County 
Councils of Cornwall, 
Devon, Dorset and Som¬ 
erset.

Problem property 

A STRATEGY is being set up to deal with a problem 
property on Portland. 

Councillors were told that 11 High Street, For- 
tuneswell, has been in disrepair for many years and 
as recently as 2007 was considered "a dangerous 
structure" before £10,000 worth of repairs paid for by 
the council as a responsible local authority reduced 
the threat. 

Now council staff have been authorised to continue 
negotiations with the owner to agree a joint disposal 
strategy. 

A planning application to build a single terraced 
home will also be submitted for the plot next door 
owned by the council, the overall plan being to mar¬ 
ket 11 High Street and the second plot as a joint 
scheme, the owner and the council sharing costs. 

Members of Weymouth and Portland management 
committee were told that the semi-derelict property 
and its supporting scaffolding were "most unsightly" 
on what was the only highway route off Portland. 

Packaging the two plots as a single development 
site openly marketed as an opportunity for private 
sector residential development was the best way for¬ 
ward, the meeting was told, and councillors ap¬ 
proved such negotiations going ahead.

Residents with issues related to anti-social behav¬ 
iour, criminal activity and/or community safety can 
bring these issues to the attention of the PACT panel 
at the meeting. 

All issues raised will be considered and those 
voted to be of greatest concern will be subject to 
partner action for the next quarter, designed to re¬ 
duce or minimise problems on a joint basis. 

The PACT panel is made up of police, local councils, 
fire, housing and health services.Wherever you see 
the PACT logo, you can be assured that community 
service providers are working together in partner¬ 
ship, rather than any single organisation to improve 
communities.

Offenders put something 
back into the community

OFFENDERS in Portland have been cleaning up their 
acts as part of a community payback scheme. 

Two large supervised groups of offenders spent the first 
weekend of the new year clearing rubbish from Chesil 
Beach at Portland as part of their unpaid community 
work. 

Under the supervision of Graham Metcalfe, a Dorset 
Probation Area Community Payback Supervisor, the two 
groups cleared an area of beach approximately a quarter 
of a mile long. The rubbish was placed in bags and col¬ 
lected by the Weymouth and Portland Borough Council 
Waste Management Services. 

The unpaid work is a legal requirement of the offenders’ 
community order and can range from 40 to 300 hours. 

Whilst subject to such an order, good behaviour, punc¬ 
tuality and hard work are ensured by experienced super¬ 
visors and unacceptable behaviour and failure to attend, 
results in action being taken by the offender manager with 
the matter being returned and dealt with by the court. 

Projects are not permitted to involve work which would 
normally be done by paid employees and have to meet 
certain health and safety requirements but within these 
guidelines there is plenty of scope for people to choose 
exactly what happens in their area. 

Mike Thomas, Unit Manager of the Dorset Community 
Payback Scheme said: “We are encouraging communities 
to take this opportunity to identify work that they would 
like to see done and to nominate their projects”.

Fewer benches and more sturdy materials 


STONE could be used when wood and steel benches on 
Preston promenade are replaced. 

Many of the benches have now reached the end of their 
useful lives with battered wood and gaping holes in rust- 
covered metal legs. 

Councillors have been looking at what needs to be 
done and a meeting of Weymouth and Portland manage¬ 
ment committee has backed a gradual reduction in the 
number of benches over the next five years from 42 
down to 25. 

This reduction will be monitored to ensure what is left 
is both manageable and the right amount of seating to 
meet future demand, so bench numbers may eventually 
be increased from 25. 

Members also backed a phased shift to a bench design 
which is more financially sustainable and suitable for the 
“particularly harsh environment” of the site and the use 
of stone is one of the options being looked at. 

The meeting was only too well aware of the difficult 
financial situation the council is currently in, so members 
agreed that such an approach should be within current 
revenue budgets and income generated through a spon¬ 
sorship and-or donation scheme. 

Bench costs have risen sharply, the meeting heard, and 
if the original 1997 installation for 42 benches cost about 
£19,700 then the current “unfeasible” cost would be 
more than double that at £42,000 
Councillors also approved original bench donors being 
approached with an option to take part in any future 
bench scheme for Preston promenade and members 
asked their officers to investigate mounting existing me¬ 
morial bench plaques on Preston sea wall at a single des¬ 
ignated spot. 

Do you recognise this clock? 

POLICE are appealing to the owner of a clock to 
step forward after it was discovered during a raid 
on a Weymouth house. 

Police are hoping to reunite the marble mantle 
clock with its rightful owner after it was found by 
officers who were searching flats in a house in the 
Rodwell area ofWeymouth.

Helping others on the road to recovery 


T HE new chairman 
of Dorset Mental 
Health Forum has 
good reason to be inter¬ 
ested in the work of the 
Dorchester-based inde¬ 
pendent charity. 

Former RAF officer 
Hannah Walker, 53, who 
was brought up on the 
Isle of Wight and now 
lives in West Dorset, had 
a glowing service history 
until she suffered the first 
of many breakdowns in 
1990. 

After graduating from 
officer training with the 
sash of merit and training 
as a personnel officer, 
she had many and varied 
jobs in the RAF, includ¬ 
ing Royal visits officer in 
Germany and a member 
of the operational staff in 
the Ministry of Defence. 

“I travelled widely and 
represented both the 
RAF and combined serv¬ 
ices at sailing,” she said. 

But after becoming ill, 
she was eventually diag¬ 
nosed with bipolar disor¬ 
der. 

“It was decided I 
should be thrown out of 
the RAF under the same 
regulations applied to 
drug addicts and alco¬ 


holics and without a pen¬ 
sion,” she said. “It took 
me well over a year to 
fight that and for the 
RAF to admit they had 
made a mistake.” 

In the end, she was in¬ 
valided out of the RAF as 
a squadron leader in 
1991. She retrained as a 
psychotherapist and 
worked on an acute psy¬ 
chiatric ward for six 
years until, once again, 
she had to retire because 
of her mental health. 

Hannah describes her 
road to recovery as long 
and hard. She is very 
passionate about the 
forum’s work and it’s 
why she is so willing to 
be its figurehead. 

“I must have taken 
every tablet known to 
man in the hope of con¬ 
trolling the symptoms of 
my illness,” she recalled. 
“I’ve had 24 admissions 
to psychiatric wards dur¬ 
ing the last 20 years. 

“I started my life as a 
patient on a mixed ward 
with nothing to recom¬ 
mend about it. There 
was violence and quite 
often I didn’t feel safe. 
The dormitories had four 
beds in them and there

were communal baths. 

“On night shifts it was 
very difficult to sleep and 
a search for a staff mem¬ 
ber was hopeless. The 
doctors gave orders to the 
nurses who gave orders 
to the patients, most of 
whom paid no attention. 
The buildings were grim 
and the food grimmer. 

“The subsequent hospi¬ 
tal I went to was very dif¬ 
ferent. I was consulted 
about my care at every 
stage and helped to fill in 
my care plan. Staff were 
approachable and had 
time to talk. 

“There were single 
rooms and the food was 
better. Now I go there 
with a very positive atti¬ 
tude that I shall get better 
quickly and not spend too 
much time away from 
home.” 

Hannah said the differ¬ 
ence between the two 
units was very simple. 
The first practised what 
is called the “medical 


model”, where, Hannah 
said “the psychiatrist was 
God and in any case one 
never saw him”. 

The second unit prac¬ 
tised a “recovery model”. 

“This places patients in 
the centre of their care 
and they are looked upon 
as the experts when being 
treated,” Hannah said. 

“Groups of different 
kinds fill the days and the 
occupational therapy 
room is widely used. 
Staff have emerged from 
their hiding places and 
are very willing to help 
and to talk. 

“No longer does the 
psychiatrist hold such 
power as there are more 
than enough people with 
illnesses to tell them 
what works best for 
them. I can’t speak 
warmly enough of the re¬ 
covery model and the 
better outcomes it pro¬ 
duces.”

What is the Dorset Mental Health Forum? 


DORSET Mental Health Forum is a Dorset-wide in¬ 
dependent charity run and led predominantly by 
people who have experienced mental health 
problems. 

The forum, which is based in Durngate Street, 
Dorchester, employs about 40 staff and has a 
range of projects across Dorset and ongoing de¬ 
velopments, funded in a number of different 
ways - including contracts from local statutory 
organisations, a grant from the Big Lottery Fund 
and social enterprise income. 

It provides information for mental health serv¬ 
ice users and their carers, the general public and 
statutory services. It provides day services, an ad¬ 
vocacy service and mental health awareness 
training. 

Becky Aldridge, assistant services manager, 
said: "The forum has a clear philosophy and 
ethos. Service users, people with lived experi¬ 
ence of mental health problems and recovery are 
at the heart of everything we do. 

According to the Sainsbury Centre for Mental 
Health, "recovery" is defined as "a set of values 
about a person's right to build a meaningful life 
for themselves, with or without the continuing 
presence of mental health symptoms. Recovery 
is based on ideas of self-determination and self¬ 
management. It emphasizes the importance of 
hope in sustaining motivation and supporting 
expectations of an individually fulfilled life". 

Said Becky: "Many of our staff are being sup¬ 
ported along their own personal journey of re¬ 
covery, having become employed by the forum 
at a time when other employment was not 
achievable for them. 

"Not only have these people been able to ex¬ 
perience flexible, understanding and supportive 
employment, but in some cases they have been 
able to utilise their own experiences to positive 
effect for others, which has enabled them to 
grow in confidence and to develop themselves. 

"Another example would be how we have em¬ 
powered and enabled service users to believe 
they will be heard and to have a voice regarding 
the shaping, modernising and delivery of local 


statutory mental health services. 

"We have a growing constituency of several 
hundred mental health service users and people 
with lived experience in Dorset, with whom we 
regularly consult and involve in statutory service 
planning. 

"Many people are also involved directly in influ¬ 
encing service provision by attending meetings 
and providing representative feedback, taking 
part in recruitment and training of statutory staff 
and developing forum peer-led services them¬ 
selves."

This brings to a close what has been an outstand¬ 
ing last quarter for Vauxhall, with a total of 18,884 
retail sales recorded, a 53 per cent increase over the 
same period in the previous year. 

"A major contributor to this success has been the 
new Astra," said Rory Harvey, Vauxhall's Retail Sales 
Director. "In December 2008 the old model was run¬ 
ning sixth in its segment, but a year on the Mk 6 has 
helped us achieve third place with retail sales 
boosted from 493 to 1969 units - a 299 per cent im¬ 


provement. We've also seen Corsa retail sales rise by 
37 per cent, with 2857 units registered." 

But Vauxhall's success didn't stop there. Retail 
sales of commercial vehicles grew by 18 per cent 
year on year, with 554 units registered in December 
2009, contributing to a final quarter increase of 27 
per cent over the same period in 2008. 

"We're looking forward to building on this success 
in 2010," said Rory. "With new Astra coming on 
stream after its launch last month, followed by the 
new Movano joining the commercial vehicle line-up 
and the new Meriva in June, we hope to deliver 
plenty more great retail sales stories."

Snow leads to

insurance claims. 

Editor Matt Tumbridge 
said, "The Government's 
gritting policy means lots 
of side streets are ice rinks 
and even at slow speeds, 
sadly cars are going out of 
control and in urban areas 
the first thing they hit is 
another car." 

"It is particularly frustrat¬ 
ing for car owners who 
weren't even at the car 
when the accident hap¬ 
pened. In several cases the 
person responsible left no 
contact details so the vic¬ 
tim is not only having to 
argue over the value of the 
car but also losing their no 
claims bonus and facing 
the prospect of seeing 


their premium rise." 

On the problem of insur¬ 
ance valuations he said, 
"Most insurers use a trade 
publication to value the 
car and offer the minimum 
they can get away with. 

That is unfair ad unrealis¬ 
tic. The car owner has a 
right to a pay out that will 
enable them to pay full re¬ 
tail price for a car of equal 
condition. No one can ever 
be 100% certain that a car 
will be reliable when they 
buy it, so consumers who 
have lost their car in this 
way deserve to be able to 
buy from a dealer where 
they get a warranty." 

Tumbridge's advice for 
car owners is, "Obtain a 
price from our website for 
both the national average 
and regional average retail 
price. Then find several 
cars for sale in the area at 
dealers and compile it all 
in a robust explanation of 
why the insurance com¬ 
pany's valuation is not fair. 
If there are cars available 
at the price the insurer 
suggests, include those, 
highlighting how they are 
not the same as your car. 
Usually they will be higher 
mileage, have less service 
history or less equipment. 
Most insurers will see 
sense when given evi¬ 
dence like that.

THE lack of match action gives rise to an 
opportunity to just take stock of the 
season so far, as well as recalling some 
of the League's long, and distinguished 
history in the form of an A to Z. 

A is for Arthur Gage Cup. The Final 
is played on Sector Lane, home 
of ex-Perry Street League club 
AxminsterTown who are currently per¬ 
forming in the South-West Peninsula 
League Division One (East). 

The current cup holders are Pymore 
who beat West-Dorset rivals Char- 
mouth 4-3 on penalties following a 
thrilling 3-3 draw after extra-time. This 
trophy is open to teams from Division 
One with Crewkerne Reserves (five 
wins) the most successful team in the 
competition's 59-year history. 

B is for Bill Bailey Cup. The current 
holders are Luso-Chard who se¬ 
cured their First ever Perry Street 
League silverware with a 2-0 replay vic¬ 
tory over Chard Rangers Reserves at 
Combe. 

The replayed final, a rarity in these 
days of penalty shoot-outs, took place 
after the initial game at Beaminster 
ended goal less and referee Lance 
Turner deemed conditions too dark to 
takethe spot-kicks. 

The most successful team in the com¬ 
petitions' 37-year-old history is Powr- 
matic. The defunct llminster-based 
factory team have their name on the 
trophy in four different guises; Rangers, 
llminster. Sports and Reserves. 

C is for Coronation Cup. The show¬ 
piece Boxing Day Final threw up 
a shock this season when South 
Petherton suffered their biggest defeat 
for seven years as they were beaten 4-0 
by Lyme Regis in an unexpectedly one¬ 
sided affair. The win moves Lyme to sec¬ 


ond in the all-time list of winners with 
seven triumphs, two behind leaders 
Merriott Rovers. 

D is for Daisy Hutchings. The DH 
cup is the Perry Street League's 
equivalent of the FA cup with 
teams from four of the five Divisions 
competing for the trophy. 

Second Division Millwey Rise pro¬ 
duced a major shock by winning the 
trophy for the first time last season. 

Shepton Beauchamp hold the record 
for most wins with six (in-a-row) in the 
80s when teams from the top Division 
were also included. 

E is for Eastlee Park home of Farway 
United. Farway are the most West¬ 
erly of the clubs in League and 
have remained loyal despite several of¬ 
fers to join the Devon & Exeter League. 

The Ground is situated in a deep val¬ 
ley in East Devon and as such does have 
one or two problems with drainage, but 
the club, led by stalwart manager Andy 
Bailey, keeps plugging away and looks 
well-set for a push to regain their Pre¬ 
mier Division status 

F is First Avenue home of Millwey 
Rise. Millwey are not known as the 
Slopers without good reason. 

The First Avenue incline is probably 
the steepest in the entire League - 
many a full-back has stumbled, gasp¬ 
ing, back up the hill chasing a teenage 
substitute winger in the last minute of 
injury-time! 

G is for goals, the more the mer¬ 
rier! This season's current aver¬ 
age is 5.12 per game. 

H is for Hall. At 74-years young Bob 
Hall is still doing Stirling work as 
the League's oldest referee. Bob 


has also donated the Fair play trophy 
award which is currently held by Py¬ 
more. 

I is for (Devon, Dorset, Somerset) In¬ 
termediate Cup. Lyme Regis have 
won the Dorset version six times 
since 1995 with Beaminster chipping-in 
with one triumph back in 1994. 

The closest a current PSL team has 
come to winning the Devon Cup was 
back in 2003 when Farway United were 
beaten in the Final. 

The Somerset Intermediate Cup is 
slightly different in as much as it's the 
Junior Cup's 'little brother', llminster 
Town Reserves were the last PSL team 
to lift the trophy back in 2001 -02. 

J is for John Lukins. The much-re¬ 
spected reporter/historian and 
keeper of the PSL archives. 

An ex-goalkeeper for, amongst others 
Merriott Rovers, John has been writing 
about the League for more than 50- 
years and was made a life-member 
back in the Summer - a person this 
writer has the upmost respect for. 

K is for Kenny Hodges Cup. The cur¬ 
rent holders are FC First who beat 
Crewkerne Rangers 3-1 in last 
year's Final in, what appears to have 
been, their one and only season in the 
League. 

L is for local-derby. Most clubs are 
contained within quite a small 
proximity but geographically and 
historically some of the more stand-out 
local clashes currently are; Crewkerne 
Town v Merriott Rovers, llminster Colts 
v Dowlish & Donyatt, Lyme Regis v 
Charmouth, Thorncombe v Winsham 
United and South Petherton v Barring¬ 
ton. 


M is for Mockeridge - the most 
prolific goal scorer still cur¬ 
rently playing in the League. 
Steve, 51, is currently turning out for 
Combe B in Division four where he has 
scored twice this season to take his tally 
up to 687. 

N is for no joy. Charmouth Re¬ 
serves have gone 10 matches 
without a win. Meanwhile White 
Horse have gone 28 games with no 
clean sheet. 

O is for Oxleaze home of West & 
Middle Chinnock. The Chin¬ 
nocks returned to the League 
after an absence of more than 25 years 
when Haselbury disbanded on the eve 
of the 2007-08 season. 

Immediate promotion and a place in 
Division One followed as manager Nick 
Eckland led his side to runners-up spot 
behind Champions Chard United. 

The following season the Chinnocks 
consolidated their Division status finish¬ 
ing fourth and picked-up the Division 
One knock-out Cup in the process. 

P is for prolific. Simon Denslow is 
the League's current top-scorer 
with 25 for Crewkerne Rangers. 
Denslow, the holder of the Golden Boot 
after bagging 44 goals last season, has 
also struck seven of the League's 74 hat- 
tricks. 

The top individual performance so far 
has come from Beaminster's Tristan 
Gale who scored a magnificent seven in 
the 13-0 annihilation of Charmouth 
back in September. 

Q is for quality. The League still 
runs it's senior and under 18 
pick-of-the-League teams de¬ 


spite disconcerting noises from many 
outposts of the three county League. 

The Under 18s landed the Durnford 
Cup last season for the first time since 
1966. 

R is for regular, llminster Town Colts 
and Lyme Regis are the League's 
most regular goalscorers having 
found the net at least once in each of 
their last 30 matches. 

S is for South Petherton. Pethy are 
the current kings of the Perry 
Street League having finished in 
the top three in each of the last five sea¬ 
sons - picking up three titles along the 
way. Beaminster and Lyme Regis are at¬ 
tempting to shift the balance of power 
back towards West Dorset. 

T is for Tommy Tabberer Cup - a 
knock-out competition currently 
played for by Division Two teams. 
Tabberer was a talented Lyme Regis 
forward who was tragically killed in a bi¬ 
cycle accident in the early 60s. 

The current cup holders are Perry Street 
Reserves who became only the third 
team to retain the 48-year-old trophy 
when they beat Uplyme 4-1 at the 
Davey Fort. 

The Mothers'second string and Bar¬ 
rington jointly hold the record for most 
wins with three apiece. 

U is for unbeaten. Farway United 
Reserves have no been beaten 
since May 13th - A run stretch¬ 
ing back 11 matches. 

V is for Jack Venn Cup. This trophy 
for Division Two teams is cur¬ 
rently residing with Perry Street 
Reserves after they edged past llmin¬ 
ster Town Colts 3-2 in last season's Cup 


Final. 

Overall top performers are Millwey 
Rise who have lifted the 48-year-old tro¬ 
phy on five occasions, including three 
times in the last seven seasons. 

W is for Waytown Hounds. The 
Hounds are the League's 
newest team having made the 
switch from Sunday League football. 

The Netherbury-based team have al¬ 
ready made a great start and are chal¬ 
lenging for promotion to Division 
Three. In addition the new boys are in 
the Semi-Final of the Reg Eglon Cup. 

is for eX-teams. FC First, Chard 
Town Colts are the latest addi¬ 
tions to a list that includes 
amongst others; C&K Wadeford, North 
Coker, Seaton Town A, Chard Meat, 
Chaffcombe, Axmouth United and 
U pottery. 

Y is for youch! Every player has 
been on the wrong end of a ham¬ 
mering at some time during their 
playing careers. 

The biggest in recent times was White 
Horse Reserves'22-0 demolition of hap¬ 
less Chard United Reserves back in 
2004-05. The Chard team were also 
beaten 21 -0 by Hawkchurch Reserves in 
the same season. 

This term Charmouth hold the dubi¬ 
ous record going down 13-0 to Beamin¬ 
ster. 

Z is for zero - zero. There have been 
just two goal less draws so far this 
season (Forton Rangers v Farway 
United and Fivehead United v Combe 
A) - an average of one every 116 
games!

HUTCH DENIES RIFT 
WITH CHAIRMAN 
OYER SIGNINGS 

IAN Hutchinson has hit back at suggestions that three 
players were recently signed without his knowledge. 

Rival local newspaper reports claimed the Terras 
manager knew nothing about the arrivals of loan duo 
Stephen Read and Scott Bennett, and non-contract 
signing, Pierre Joseph-Dubois, and had suggested that 
chairman George Rolls had brought the three players 
into the View From Stadium behind the manager’s 
back. 

But Hutchinson denies this, revealing that Bennett 
and Joseph-Dubois were his signings. 

He said: “Scott and Pierre were both players I 
wanted and who I went and got. It has been said that 
I knew nothing about them coming in, but I did. They 
were my signings. 

“It’s true that I wasn’t keen on bringing Stephen in 
and his arrival came about due to the chairman’s con¬ 
tacts. I told Stephen the score right from the start but, 
to be fair to the lad, he’s knuckled down and shown a 
great attitude. 

“All three lads are good players and I’m pleased they 
have been added to the squad. Certainly they have all 
fitted in really well and I can see them playing a big 
part in our fight for survival.” 

Hutchinson’s future at Weymouth had been in doubt 
over the Christmas period with rumours that former 
boss Garry Hill was about to take over. 

However, clear the air talks with Rolls has resulted 
in the manager and his assistant Andy Mason, signing 
contracts until the end of the season. 

“George and I have had a good chat”, added 
Hutchinson, “And I’m pleased we have things sorted. 
At the end of the day we both want the same thing and 
that’s the team staying up and moving forward beyond 
that. 


“Things were said and rumours were flying, but it’s 
all behind us now and George, Andy and I are all 
working towards the same goal.” 

The Terras entertain Chelmsford on Saturday with 
Hutchinson confident of continuing the decent mn of 
form that has seen them climb to within five points of 
Conference South safety. 

“The weather hasn’t helped us in recent days”, he 
admitted, “What with games off and there being no 
training facilities because of the ice.

“The attitude and spirit in the camp is amazing with 
everyone enjoying life and determined to keep the de¬ 
cent run going.

Hutchinson explained: “We’ve got Scott for another 
month which is great. It looked like he’d be going 
back to Exeter but they have agreed he can stay. 

“There is a clause in the deal that he can return with 
24 hours notice but hopefully that won’t happen.” 

One player who won’t be going anywhere between 
now and the end of the season is Stephen Reed. 

The ex-Terra is back at the club on loan from Mac¬ 
clesfield with the League Two club having sanctioned 
his stay until the end of the campaign. 

“Stephen has been first class since coming back”, 
added Hutchinson, “And so I’m really pleased he’s 
staying. He’s really fitted in well and has had got stuck 
in and is definitely up for the fight that we are faced 
with between now and the end of the season.” 

COUTTS JOINS MAGPIES 

FORMER Terras captain James Coutts has joined 
Dorchester Town on a non-contract basis. 

Caretaker manager Ashley Vickers had tried to sign 
the midfielder earlier in the season after he returned 
from a five month spell in America, but despite their 
friendship he decided to join fellow Blue Square 
South rivals Newport County. 

However despite playing several games for them the 
Welsh side who sit atop the league at present couldn’t 
guarantee paying Coutts following a cut in the budget 
at Christmas, and he decided to leave. 

“We are delighted that James has signed. We are 
great friends and I have been after him for a while.

WEYMOUTH Cricket Club will be pinning their 
Dorset Premier Division hopes on a Kiwi this sum¬ 
mer. 

The club have confirmed that New Zealand all- 
rounder Andrew Fallon will be joining the club, 
subject to international clearance.

BOB BUCKLER RACING 


Weather makes life difficult 
for the smaller yards 


THE current weather is playing 
havoc with the whole of the 
country, and sport is no excep¬ 
tion. 

With no let up in the immediate 
future only those football and 
rugby clubs with enough re¬ 
sources are able to get games on. 

Horse racing is particularly sus¬ 
ceptible and Haydock Park re¬ 
cently had to abandon one of 
their prestigious fixtures just two 
hours before racing despite hav¬ 
ing spent £32,000 on covers for 
the course. 

Some flat racing is taking place 
at all weather tracks and indeed 
Southwell is putting on a special 
fixture for national hunt flat races 
(bumpers) today, 


In the meantime trainers have 
to try to keep their horses fit and 
well and whilst the bigger stables 
like Paul Nicholls at Ditcheat are 
able to invest in their own gritter 
to make a path to the all weather 
gallops, smaller yards like Bob 
Buckler's are not so lucky. 

He uses Richard Barber's all 
weather track at Seaborough 
normally but this is 1 V 2 miles 
from his yard at Henley. 

"The lanes are too snowy and 
icy either to ride the horses there 
or even transport them; if the 
lorry were to slip off the road it 
could be disastrous,"said Buckler. 

"We use the walker and have 
made a track around the stables. 
We also occasionally get in the 


fields where there is snow and we 
know the ground underneath is 
not cut up, but it's difficult! 

"We also have to thaw the pipes 
around the yard to ensure run¬ 
ning water." 

With most of the yards bumper 
horses having raced just before 
the big freeze, Buckler is not too 
worried about races for them. 

"Southwell would be tricky and 
possibly dangerous to get to, and 
anyway with 260 horses declared 
for the six races it's not certain 
you would get in. 

"You would also want to be cer¬ 
tain of having three runners def¬ 
initely starting to make it 
economic to go."
